we are now ^tudyine strictly utilitarian phases of life. We have 
in Kentucky many important Goal Oompanies. One of thoae has 
iMen managed in » mt nnar that I think m its bntinats management 
and in its own foresight presents a leBson of usefalness to every 
State. It was mentioned here that in the production of co-^lit had 
cost about seven lives to every million tons. This company, in ten 
y .^ars, has produced annaally 1.100,000 tons, with ooJy one life 
lost. This company bought great areas of land. A State Oom- 
missioner of a great State mentioned that they had planted a mil- 
lion young tree?. This one comp my has alone planted on its laud 
one million walnut trees aud about a quarter of a million locusts, 
catalpa and poplar ortalip trees in the past few years. (Applause)
